Foꝛ no doubt the people ſpeake attoꝛding to the knowledge 
thep had of his trapning bp in fozmer ryme: the conſideration wherof ma⸗ 
keth them admire ſomuch the moze at the mightineſſe of his doctrine. 


The Euangeliſt Luke (Ch. 2.51.) teſtifieth that he was ſubiect vnto his 


Father and Mother. And tan it be thought that Religions loſeph mold not 


ſet hun to ſom wozke? Can it ( howſoeuer ſom haue tarped at it in mp Bibles 
breife) be imagined that ſweet Jeſus / who tame to tall euerie man to ſom 
Chziſttan calling / that he himſelf wold ſit idle? No / no / his excellent cariage 
herein was ſo publike aud famous / as the people had it on the fingers end / 
and ſomuch the moze was his theologicall ſpeaches to be adnured. 


Then Jperceine/ that a Manuarie ſtiente is no vile thing / ſeing the ot⸗ 
tupation of a Carpenter was ſanctified in the perſon of our Dauiour. Then
